This follows the sharp earlier in­ 
crease for this country .the review 
said# and turned the advance of 
168*000,000 barrels of last year in 
to an estimated decline of 7,000,000 
barrels. 
The influence of this diniunitioa 
of production, the review continued, 
accounts for the world production 
remaining 'practically stationary dur­ 
ing the last two years as the in­ 
crease ot some fields was counter 
balanced by decline in others. 
The production of 1923 .the re­ 
view said, was 1,400,000,000 bar­ 
rels. th e most important factor in 
the world oil production during the 
past year, said the review has been 
an increase in the Venezuelan field 
where the 191*4 production is esti­ 
mated at 8,200,000 barrels, or dou­ 
ble that of last year. 
At present there is enough oil 
out of the ground in the United 
States to supply tho whole world 
for six months the review said.

Local Market Favorable 
Throughout the picking season, 
while gins of the county were hum­ 
ming away in turning out Pontotoc 
county’s raw textile for market, the 
local cotton market has in main 
been favorable to buyers and a con­

crop has been purchased on the 
streets here by local buyers or rep­ 
resentatives of outside firms. 
Throughout the fall months since 
the first bale was ginned in Ponto­ 
toc county, the price on the local

Lord Dunsany is as exclusively an 
artist in the one-act play as Edgar 
Allen Poe was anartist in the short 
story. Sherwin Says, “A Night at an 
Inn,” written by Dunsany, is the 
hest one-act play ever w ritten by 
anyone. All critics agree th at he is 
a m aster in the field of the one-act 
play. 
One critic says. “ There is never 
character in all Dunsany. There Is 
nothing but technique. However his 
technique is sufficiently marvellous 
to stand alone. His plays are elabo­ 
rated through rath er shallow studies 
iii the psychology of fatalism , super­ 
stition and credulity.

: 
But Good Roads Just the Same 


SEATTLE, JVaah., 
Nov. 
15 — 
Ev**ry state is building roads, but 
listen to the story of Washington’s 
roads. 
In the last IO years. W ashing­ 
ton has built 47,500 miles of road 
without issuing one road bond. 
About 3000 miles of this total 
has been built In such a manner 
that 200t# years from now the peo­ 
ple of the country may marvel at 
the construction, as people marvel 
today over the Appian Way, built 
by the Romans. 
James Allen, 
Washington 
state 
highway engineer, tells how it has 
be*-n done. 
The cost of the roads construct­ 
ion in the past IO years has been 
ISO.OO 0,0 OO. 
This 
money 
was 
raised 
from 
automobile licenses and a two cent 
gas tax, from a one mill levy on 
property and from county road and 
bridge funds, combined with 
the 
state** allowance of federal high­ 
way funds, which amounts to about 
a million dollars a year. 
The people have paid for their 
roads as they built them and. as 
a result, they are free from the 
$4,009,000 interest charges which 
would now be hanging over the 
state had road bonds been issued. 
The state highways, built with 
federal aid 
and 
approval* 
total 
3119 miles. The state met its share 
with cis tax and license funds. 
These are the roads which are to 
last down thru the ages. They are 


built of Portland cement concrete. 
The federal government lays the 
burden of maintenance of 
these 
roads on the state, and the state 
has 
dodged 
another 
exiiense 
by 
using tho concrete, for ,no main­ 
tenance has been necessary so far, 
and none is expected. 
The average cost of concrete pav­ 
ing on 20-foot roads, with an aver­ 
age depth of seven inches, has been 
lese than $30,000 per mile. 
What are known as permanent 
highways are built with the pro­ 
ceeds of the property tax, the work 
being distributed among the coun­ 
ties in proportion to the amount 
of 
money contributed 
from each 
county. 
Most of this mileage is in gravel 
laid six inches deep, and costing 
about $4000 a inile.

The Price of Neglect 
C. E. Buchner, general secretary 
of the Tulsa Y. M. C. A. brought 
out a startling fact in his talk be-' 
fore the Rotary club the other day 
When he said that the cost of thiev­ 
ery in the United States each year 
is three billion dollars. 
That is a 
huge sum beyond our comprehension 
unless translated Into other terms. 
It is twice as much as we spend on 
education each year in this country. 
It is three times is much as Henry 
Ford is reported to be worth. 
It is 
400 times as much as Tulsa is spend­ 
ing for the Spavinaw water project. 
Three billion dollars is our an 
nual bill for thievery and robbery,— 
think of it* 
The figure acquires 
a more important significance, how­ 
ever, when considered in conjunction 
with another fact which Buckner cit­ 
ed. 
Eighty per cent of the criminals 
in the country are under 25 years 
of age. and most of them learned 
their life of crime when they were 
boys of 14 and 15. 
T hat’s what ai 
New ^Vrk judge says after a life­ 
time of contact and study on the 
criminal bench. 
Youth, neglected 
youth— steals most of the $3,000,- 
000,000 each year. 
By our neglect of boys, Buchner 
says, we virtually are conducting 
schools of crime in ev$ry large city, 
where young fellows, by the thou­ 
sands, drift into evil ways. 
Some 
boys become criminals by inheritance 
from their parents, but the majority 
are victims of environment and as­ 
sociation. 
They are the legacy of a 
social system that doesn’t give every 
boy 
an 
equal

straight. 
And the result is that youthful 
criminals steal every year more mon­ 
ey and goods than is represented by 
our total expenditure for education.
